Hier après-midi, environ 50 
étudiant-e-s ont occupé les bureaux 
administratifs de l’Université de 
Montréal. L’occcupation a duré 
près de quatre heures avant que les 
étudiant-c-s ne soient expulsés par 
la police. 

Par cette action, ces étudiants de 
l’U. deM. manifestaient leur op- 
position au dégel des frais de sco- 
larité. Plus précisément, ils 
désiraient rencontrer le recteur de 
l’Université et lui faire signer une 
pétition dénonçant le dégel. Le 
recteur a refusé de les rencontrer. 

L’occupation était l ’œuvre d’un 
groupe autonome, La coalition des 
étudiantes et des étudiants de 
l’Université de Montréal conue le 
dégel. La Fédération des Associa- 
tions Étudiantes de l’Université de 
Montréal (FAECUM) n’était pas 



impliquée dans l’organisation de 
celte protestation. Le secrétaire 
général de la FAECUM, M. Nico- 
las Plourdc, nous a cependant dit 
après coup « qu’il est certain que 
nous ne sommes pas défavorables à 
cette action ». 

Par conüe, la coalition, qui a vu 
le jour le 27 février dernier, ne croi t 
pas la FAECUM apte à luuer effi- 
cacement conue la hausse des frais. 

Les manifestant-e-s se sont in- 
Uoduit-e-s dans l’immeuble de 
l’administration vers 14 h 15. Ils 
ont fait évacuer le personnel pour 
s’y barricader, puis ils ont bloqué 
les portes à l’aide de classeurs.

M. Gilles Cloutier. D’après des 
participant-e-s, intcrrogé-c-s à leur 
sortie de l’édifice, le recteur a re- 
fusé de les entendre.

Les policiers sont pourtant in- 
tervenus en force : pas moins de 1 1 
véhicules étaient sur place. En tout, 
on trouvait plus de 25 policiers, 
incluant l’escouade anti-émeute, 
avec gilets pare-balles, casques et 
matraques. 

Il était 18 h 00 lorsque les 
dcmier-c-s occupant-e-s ontquiué 
les lieux.

Il n’y a eu aucune 
arrestation. 

Avant l’occupation, la coalition 
avait aussi organisé une manifesta- 
tion sur le campus.

Early election results 

In an eariy SSMU election result some students described as "di* 
[a appointing,” SSMU VP University Affairs Kate Morisset took the 
presidency of Students' Society with a tentative count of only 800 
votes last night 
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the tuition fee crisis in Québec. 

Candidate Eric Darier, who got a tentative 300 votes for his “De- 
mocracy and Autonomy” platform,' warned “the issue of graduate au- 
tonomy will hot go away.” He wished Morisset "good luck,” in a 
venture "to rewrite the entire SSMU constitution. 

“I hope that Morisset will listen to the SSMU membership on the , 
tuition fee increase, rather than deferring to principal (David) Johnston 
on the matter,” said Darier. 

Election chief Eric Steinmann estimated only 10 per cent of McGill 
students voted in the election. 

Darier attributed his loss to graduate students that didn't think to 
vote. "In the minds of the overwhelming majority of graduate students, 
we are not members of SSMU. In the music faculty, graduate stodents ' 
were denied SSMU election ballots because they were 'not SSMU 
members', proving that the people running the election already think; 
grads are autonomous. Only a few SSMU executives like to think 
otherwise," said Darier. 

“It's disappointing,” said third-year engineering student John 
McCullough. “I simply cannot believe that at such a crucial time for 
the Québec student movement, such a tragedy could beset McGilL 

"At a time of sweeping political change across the world, McGill 
is the victim of an immense set-back,” said McCullough, comparing

Dawson okays strike 

A Dawson College referendum approved a general unlimited strike 
last night, tentatively set for March 13. Of the 1200 CEGEP students who 
voted, 675 supported the strike and 530 opposed it * 

The successful Dawson vote brings the number of student associadons 
supporting the strike to seven. Another 28 student associadons have not 
yet held votes, although 13 general assemblies will be held across Québec 
in the next few days, including Université Laval, Concordia and U de M.

Said McGill South Africa Committee (S AC) member Janine Luce "At 
this point time, it’s important to push for sanctions and not drop them like 
(British prime minister) Margaret Thatcher did." 

Protestors braved the cold in front of the S hbll office opposite McG il l’s 
Roddick Gate, aimed to force the multinational to withdraw from South 
Africa and respect Black workers there. 

The demonstration was organized by student groups, including SAC, 
the Groupe de Recherche et d’initiative pour la libération d’Afrique, 
Jeunes contre l’apartheid, and Centre d’information et de recherche sur la 
Mozambique et l’Afrique australe.

NATO may not expand its con- 
troversial bomber base in Labra- 
dor, prime minister Brian Mulro- 
ney claimed this week. But critics 
were quick to point out NATO has 
demonstrated no such intention. 

Mulroney told a Halifax au- 
dience,"! somehow doubt if NATO 
would... decide to proceed with (the 
base)," referring to the recent re- 
forms in Eastern Europe. 

But said Philippe Duhamel of 
the Alliance for Non-Violent Ac- 
tion, "It is obvious Canada’s offer 
of Labrador for NATO test flights 
is still on. It’s clear from Mulro- 
ncy ’s statement the decision on the 
base is still NATO’s. We’re taking 
his claim with a grain of salt” 

Turkey and Canada continue to 
compete for NATO’s planned 
$800-million base, waiting for a 
decision in May on its location, he 
said. 

In the meantime, Ottawa plans 
to hike the number of low-level 
flights at the Canadian Forces Base 
at Goose Bay e/en if it is not cho- 
sen as the site for the NATO expan- 
sion. 

The Defense department recen- 
tly announced its intention to dou- 
ble the number of flights there to 6Q 
a day by next year. Massive public 
opposition to low-level military 
flights in Europe and thcU.S . makes 



Labrador and attractive site to 
NATO Governments, said Char- 
lotte Debbane of Women Oppo- 
sing Militarism in Nitassinan (WO- 
MIN). 

Jets from at least four NATO 
countries already use the Labrador 
base. “The bilateral agreements 
between them and Canada are still 
standing," said Duhamel. The 
NATO expansion would boost the 
number of flights to 100 000 a year 
and introduce up to nine new 
bombing ranges. 

“The destruction is still happe- 
ning. It just might be a slower and 
less dramatic process. The NATO 
base going in might just make the 
issue clearer," he said. 

Protestors from WOMIN bloc- 
kaded a military base in St Hubert 
yesterday, leading to two arrests. 
Alliance for Non-Violent Action 
and WOMIN activists have wor- 
ked forycarssupportinglhe 10 000 
Innu who live in the area affected 
by the military jet training. 

Since 1979, NATO bombers 
have been training over the test 
range three times the size of Bel- 
gium. The range is contained enti- 
rely within land the Innu have never 
ceded by any land agreement. At 
least 9000 high-speed flights now 
buzz Innu settlements each year, 
up from a 7000 yearly rate last fall. 
The flights, often at altitudes of 30 
metres, are highly disruptive to 
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people and wildlife alike. 

“Even if they don’t get the 
NATO base," Debbane said, “the 
governments will continue to arm 
as if the changes in Eastern Europe 
never happened." 

Also this week, the Defense de- 
partment released its $12 billion 
1990-91 budgcL The analysis made 
no mention of US-Soviet troop- 
reduction agreements or the politi- 
cal reforms, keeping instead to a 
hard-line stance. 

"If early resort to nuclear wea- 
pons is to be avoided,” said the 
department, still planning in the 
event of hostilities between East 
and West, "conventional forces 
must be able to fight over an exten- 
ded period." 

Duhamel sharply criticized the 
media coverage of Mulroney’s 
claims, claiming it was typical of 
the media's general insensitivity 
toward the base's effects on the 
Inna A Gazette story Wednesday 
devoted eight paragraphs to Mul- 
roney’s statement, followed by a 
brief note that some of his audience 
“seemed... skeptical.” 

“The media coverage amounted 
to a loudspeaker for Mulroney," 
Duhamel said. “Meanwhile, the 
French press didn’t even run the 
story. Generally, the French press 
has given the Innu less exposure 
than even the English media" 
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Ontario inactive on tire fire threat

Hagcrsvi lie’s lire firebumed out 
of control for 17 days. Fourteen 
million tires fuelled a fire which 
spewed toxic chemicals into the air 
and groundwater. 

The southern Ontario infemo 
increased ecologists' demands for 
much-needed environmental regu- 
lation, and raised concerns about 
existing tire dumps like the one in 
Saint-Amable, outside Montreal. 

Government regulation has 
generally been slow in coming. 
After the Hagersville fire, the only 
response of the Ontario govern- 
ment was to modify the emergency- 
response unit, to ensure faster re- 
sponse. 

The Habcrsville fire released 
smoke that posed a major threat to 
residents' health. Poly-aromatic 
hydrocarbons were released by the 



breakdown of tire rubber. Combus- 
tion products — most notably, tolu- 
ene and benzene — arc known 
carcinogens. Both enter air, soil 
and groundwater. 

Of the two, benzene is particu- 
larly toxic because it can cause 
leukemia. The black smoke also 
contained carbon dioxide, carbon 
monoxide and nitrogen dioxide, 
contributing to acid rain. 

The greatest threat to the envi- 
ronment was the contamination of 
groundwater by crude oil and other 
petroleum products released by 
rubber decomposition. These liq- 
uids mix with the huge amounts of 
water used to extinguish the fire 
and run off into the groundwater 
system. Other by-products like 
dioxins and furans are also danger- 
ous. Although long-term health 
effects are not known, the immedi- 
ate effect of dioxin poisoning is a

condition called chloroacnc. 

Tux fires arc extremely difficult 
to put out. Tire rubber bums at 
about 1 100 C — much hotter, for 
example, than burning wood. The 
haphazard piling of tires allows a 
lot of oxygen to reach the fire and 
feed the flames. 

Other tire fires have burned as 
long as 8 months, like the one in 
West Chester, Virginia in 1982. 

Regulation should set standards 
for safe storage of old tires. Alter- 
native uses of tires as a renewable- 
energy source may also be explored. 

A tiro incineration plan t, planned 
for 1991, would deal with half of 
the tires discarded every year. It 
will use tires in incineration plants 
as a non-polluting energy source. 
Also, recycling may reduce the 
massive numbers of old tiros. 



Alpha Delta Phi endorses rape? 



This week our campus has been covered by a poster 
that is highly offensive. It is an advertisement for a 
party sponsored by the Alpha Delta Phi fraternity. 

Trough humour and sex are both intrinsic and 
pleasurable aspects of life, the Alpha Delta Phi frater- 
nity members understand neither. What they have 
attempted to pass off as wit is simply draconian sex/ 
gender stereotyping. Eve has become the naïf with an 
Alpha Delta Phi member as the serpent. He hands her 
a foaming (phallic) beer with the caption "Just say 
Yes," as Adam looks on. Then at the boottom of the 
page we are told: "There are no Virgin Hero’s." 

This advertisement sets up a frightening scenario in 
which the aim is not pleasure but domination. The 
focus is on the male "hero" and no suggestion is made 
that the woman has desires or expresses wishes: she is 
simply an object to be consumed, with which to prove 
male virility. Moreover, where the apple in the biblical 
story symoblized a new clarity of vision, the beer 
offered by the serpent represents an attempt to cloud 
Eve's mind, making her vulnerable to coercive meas- 



ure. Adam, on the other hand, is depicted without a 
drink— he remains in control of the situation. Doesn’t 
this sound familiar? 

It should also be noted that the party has been tided 
"Immaculate Consumption." the word immaculate is 
defined as normally pure, free from sin. The consumer, 
in this case a male, is led to believe he will be absolved 
of the responsibility for all his acrions: does this 
include sexual assault? 

Not only is this poster dangerous and degrading, it 
promotes joyless, one-sided, coercive sex. 

We feel this advertisement is in particularly bad 
taste in light of the fact that this is Sexual Assault 
Awareness Week and International Women’s Day. It 
is a regressive message tantamount to an endorsement 
ofscxual assault by the Alpha Delta Phi Fraternity, and 
we are justifiably outraged.

Violence against Belfast women 



Strip-searching is an officially condoned form ofscxual 
assault. A strip-search is more than just the removal of 
clothes fora visual inspection. A strip-search is when 
someone with power deprives another of something 
(rights, freedom , access to someone, use of a toilet etc. 
) until they can look at your naked body. 

Often the threat or actual use of force or violence is 
applied to those showing any reluctance to strip. The 
victims of strip-searching feel powerless, degraded, 
humiliated and angry, much like victims of rape. 
Women are the traditional targets of strip-searching. 
In particular, those who are political activists or who 
arc considered minorities go through this process in 
prisons, entry points and even in police stations, often 
without being charged with any crime. 

On Friday, March 9, a benefit for the Belfast Women's 
Centre will be held at the Medical Students’ Annex, 



3708 Peel at 20h, which will feature traditional and 
modem Irish music. Funds raised at the benefit will go 
towards the Centre’s campaign against strip-search- 
ing. 

It is particularly appropriate that the Benefit takes 
place during McGill’s Sexual Assault Awareness 
Week, due to the Belfast Women’s Centre’s involve- 
ment in combatting violence inflicted upon women, 
and their active opposition to strip-searching as a form 
of humiliation and degradation of female prisoners. 
Recent cuts in their funding by the Belfast City Coun- 
cil, mean that the Centre is in dire need of donations. 
This benefit offers a chance for the McGill community 
to support the Belfast Women’s Centre efforts in 
opposing violence against women.

La science est en constante évolution. Pour demeurer au fait de 
l’actualité scientifique, il faut être attentif et curieux. Toutefois, ccrtain- 
c-s Canadiennes et Canadiens ne connaissent môme pas certains faits de 
base. 

Vingt-deux p. cent des Canadiennes et dc$.Canadicns ignorent que la 
Terre tourne autour du Soleil! Quand à savoir qui est Galilée ou Copernic, 
ne posez même pas la question) 

Les connaissances scientifiques générales laissent aussi à désirer : 62 
p. cent ignorent qu’un laser n’est pas un faisceau d’ondes sonores, 54 p. 
cent que les humains n’ont pas cotôyé le dinosaure, et 45 p. cent que 
l'astrologie n'est pas une discipline scientifique. 

Ces résultats sont la conclusion d'un sondage sur les connaissances 
scientifiques générales des Canadiennes et des Canadiens. Il était réalisé 
l’automne dernier par la firme Décima Research auprès de 2 000 adultes 
pour le Conseil de recherches en sciences humaines du Canada et le 
minislèrcdc la Science et de la Technologie. Il sera officiellement dévoilé 
sous peu. 

On ne constate pas seulement cette tendance au Canada. Les statis- 
tiques recueillies aux États-Unis et en Angleterre sont comparables aux 
nôtres. Entre autres, elles illustrent avec éloquence le légendaire conser- 
vatisme britannique : 500 ans après Copernic, 37 p. cent d'entre eux 
croient encore que le Soleil tourne autour de la Terre. 

• Vidéo disque : un univers dans la poche 

La prédiction du sociologue Marshall MacLuhan, qui annonçait la fin 
de l’èrc écrite au profit de l’audio-visucl, deviendra-t-elle enfin réalité? 
Tant dans le domaine du livre d’art, des dictionnaires qu’en littérature, les 
éditeurs lancent des ouvrages sur disque à lecture par laser. Leur capac- 
ité d’emmagasinage est telle qu’ils permettent la présentation d’une 
quantité de documents considérablement plus élevée que celle qui peut 
être imprimée dans un livre. 

Déjà, des éditeurs ont publié sur trois disques vidéos de 30 cm quelques 
4 500 œuvres provenant de sept départements du Louvres. Ces disques 
présentent des images et des agrandissements de peintures, de dessins, de 
sculptures, d’objets d’art et de trésors de l’Antiquité. Au total, près de 
30 000 images sont regroupées sur le médium, auxquelles se rajouttent 
commentaires et séquences animées. 

Le CD-ROM, une forme compacte du disque optique numérique, est 
également utilisé. Ainsi, des éditeurs ont fait appel à ce support pour 
réviser une version électronique du Grand Robert Composé de 80 000 
articles, 100 000 entrés, 160 000 citations et 450 000 formes verbales, ce 
disque réunit en fait les dictionnaires de la langue française, des rimes, des 
citations, des synonymes, des homonymes, un précis de conjugaison, un 
dictionnaire éthymologique et un dictionnaire phonétique. 

Les inconvénients de ces documents de l’avenir sont bien entendu 
leurs prix actuels (1 800$ pour le « Grand Robert électronique ») et la 
piètre qualité de reproduction des écrans de télévision dans le cas du livre 
d’art

Cheating on exams, in particular, remains 
a tension-filled area among both students and 
professors. Although everyone knows it 
happens, the lack of hard evidence in virtu- 
ally every case makes accusation and specu- 
lation potentially explosive. But highly so- 
phisticated statistical techniques for the de- 
tection of simple transgressions — like 
“peeking” — are now giving professors a 
clear impression of how frequently students 
break the rules. Already McGill has taken 
steps to make it harder for cheating to occur 
— preliminary testing of statistical monitor- 
ing has been conducted in selected classes. 

And many don’t like what the tests show. 

Although cheating is possible in almost any 
context, it is easier in the scientific and tech- 
nical disciplines, where multiple-choice and 
short-answer exams are used most frequently. 

“Everyone acknowledges cheating as a prob- 
lem,” said associate dean of science Roger 
Ricgolhof. Conservative estimates around 
McGill’s science faculty place the number of 
students who cheat in some form at less than 
5 per cent. Now, new evidence suggests the 
real figure is more like 10 or 20 percent.

Collusion cheating leaves behind mental 
fingerprints — similar test results. Unusual 
similarities between papers can be shown 
statistically significant, and grounds to sus- 
pect cheating.

They 
developed the *K-index’ test to “estimate the 
probability that identical incorrect responses 
on two answer sheets would occur simply as 
a matter of chance.”
